* A new Sinclair Lewis is assured a large advance. But this seems less 


likely to sustain his record after publication than his usual dependably human novels. 
There's too much of the political pamphleteer — satirically, of course — and too 
little of the favorite weaknesses that endear even our enemies to us in fiction. In 
other words, his characters strut upon his stage, wearing the props he decrees for 
them, but they do not seem to come alive, and one cannot stir up any strong partisan— 
ship, but would wish the whole lot of them in the Dead Sea. He depicts, in 1936, the 
success of an American equivalent of Fascism and Nazism on a huge scale; he satirizes 
politicians, Rotarians, all sorts of public speakers, radio idols of the inspirational 
school, and the small community class conscious underdogs. The central character is 
a small town Vermont liberal, old school, who tries to stand up for his beliefs and 
gets his deserts in the new administration. One can count on Lewis for clever dia— 
logue and amusing situations, pregnant with the undercurrent of whatever hobby he is 
astride at the moment, but this book is, frankly, pretty heavy sledding much of the 
time.

the surging impact of the tenements, the frenzy of journalism, the new influences 
coming in from the outside.

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composers! lives, but very definitely presents them in relation to their contribution 
to music.

Bracketing Ghandi with secular leaders would need a more pene— 
trating analysis of the phenomenon of Caesarism than he has attempted. There is 
strangely little about the Church in a book called by that name. One would feel 
surer about the author's real position if he dealt more directly with Hitler and 
the Nazi treatment of the Church. The attempt to make Luther the man of the hour 
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is oe and the chapter on prayer a good deal short of what most of us would 
want. 





:, I know nothing of the author's connection with Barthianism and the theology 
of Crisis, but there is in him the same exclusive emphasis on the transcendence of 
God, the same lack of a sound corporate note in the consideration of Christianity { 
and the Church, the same failure to conceive of conversion and the religious life ; 
@s more than the snatching of the individual brands from the burning. In brief, 
I should say that it is a book by a man who has a strong belief in the reality of 
God and religion, who sees in our Lord the great Leader towering above all modern 
leaders and who sees in Christianity the solution of the world's problems. The 
weaknesses are that he puts religion in a compartment with little thought ot its 
organic connection with the rest of life, that he has no doctrine of general revela— 3 
tion which can serve as a foundation for his belief in special revelation in Christ, 

that he makes an unsatisfactory use of Luther as the interpreter of Christianity, 

and that he makes an unwise peace with the forces of the world. I think it should
